RECENT ACCOMPLISHMENTS  

• Secured over $10 million in federal funding for 14 local community 

projects in Chester and Berks Counties (see other handout for details) 

• Through the National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA), successfully 

implemented 12 weeks of paid parental leave for all members of the 

military and their spouses 

• Made history by being the first Member of Congress to ever win two 

awards in the same year by the non-partisan Congressional Management 

Foundation 

o Houlahan was recognized as “best in Congress” for Constituent 

Services and Workplace Environment 

• Helped save the Coatesville VA Medical Center from closing by leading a 

congressional effort to reject the VA’s recommendation for closure 

• Further advocated for our veterans by passing the historic Honoring Our 

PACT Act, the largest expansion of veterans’ health care benefits in a

• Addressed the infant formula crisis by working to secure federal funding 

for an infant formula manufacturer in Berks County and authoring the 

most comprehensive legislation to date to improve access to donor milk 

• Organized a tour of local Post Office facilities after receiving several 

complaints about delays in mail service 

o Shortly thereafter, repairs began, and Chrissy continues to push for 

further reforms and repairs 

• Introduced bipartisan legislation to keep U.S. oil from our Strategic 

Petroleum Reserves from being sold to Chinese-affiliated companies and 

other sanctioned nations like Russia, North Korea, and Iran 

• Brought members of the Biden Administration to the district to highlight 

investments in infrastructure, innovation in semi-conductor chip 

manufacturing, and economic growth in our small business sector 

• Thanks to the Inflation Reduction Act, lowered the cost of prescription 

drugs by limiting out-of-pocket expenses to $2,000/year and capped the 

price of insulin at $35/month for Medicare recipients 

• Passed the first comprehensive gun violence prevention legislation in a 

generation 

• Delivered on promise to bipartisanship by leading 31 bipartisan legislative 

initiatives that were signed into law 

DELIVERING CONSTITUENT SERVICES (Since January 2019) 

• $32,825,809 returned to constituents through casework services 

• We have resolved 6,091 total cases since taking office in 2019 

• 64,543 emails sent and 9,125 phone calls returned
